3 Towards A Student Movement 
۲ By Mark Kleiman 


What I remember most about my school is that. 
there is a 10-foot fence around it. In parts, there 
are three rows of barbed wire strung along the top. 
What concerns me most about the fence is not that it 
keeps me in -- but that it keeps the rest of the world 
out, only admitting those portions of "reality" which . 
the administration deems safe for us to view. Those 
responsible for our education have done their utmost 
to create an artificial community on the high school 
campus; a community which will demonstrate to us that 
it is better to "adjust" to an unsuitable society than 
to change the society into something in which we can 
live with honor and dignity. If we are to lead mean- 
ingful lives, and do more than pass on our problems, to 
the next generation, we shall have to break out of 
that artificial community. It 15 to that end that 
this is being written. 


There is already a considerable degree of unrest 
on the high school campus. At Palisades High School 
(Los Angeles), an "underground" paper has been start- 
ed. Similar papers have begun at Arcadia and West- 
chester. At Westchester, 30 students destroyed their 
Student Activity Cards and "sat in" for the first ten 
minutes of fifth period in protest of an assembly be- 
ing called off for the third time. At University High 
School there has been a storm of protest over the sus- 
pension of a student for wearing his hair too long and 
an administration threat to take away nutrition unless 
we had a clean campus. Even such seemingly destruc- 
tive actions as starting trash can fires and pulling 
fire alarms are actually forms of protest directed at 
the school as it is now constituted. Not only the de- 
fense of hair and clothing styles against administra- 
tion attack, but the adoption of such styles them- 
selves indicates a general disgust with the values 
and attitudes that our generation has been force-fed. 
j 

These problems, though, and the' struggle against 

the oppressiveness of bureaucratic solutions to thea, 
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community-at-large that we are a positive, rather than 
a negative force in the community, 


We shêuld not look with disdain upon student gov- 
ernment. We have much to learn from SLATE, the Ber- 
keley campus political movement. Everyone cannected 
with us should run for student council, Boy's!Reague, 
or Girl's League, on the issue of Student Government 
reform. On any campus where we are fairly strong, we 
should run candidates for Student Body Offices, and 
try to organize mass active support of our candi- 
dates, as opposed to the efforts of 20 - 30 people. 
In marginal elections, we can control the swing vote 
and.get concessions from run-off candidates. Where we 
win control of any offices, we force the administra- 
tion to either give in on major points, or continually 
override our actions, which makes the administration 
look silly to the students, our parents, and our prin- 
cipal's bosses downtown. 

"Underground" newspapers have proven to be highly 
successful at two schools already. The first few is- 
sues should be written and produced by four or five 
people (to distribute reprisals, as well as the work- 
load). These students should continue to take respon- 
sibility for the production of the paper, but most of 
the material should come from other segements of the 
student nonulation as soon as possible, so that it is 
a true reflection of student opinion. The first 8 
Should be sent to the leadership of as many social 
cliques as possible (so the paper is IN), and should 
be MAILED TO THEM. Mailing is emphasized because any 
attempt to distribute such a paper on campus would re- 
sult in those responsible for it being crushed by the 
administration. Special care should be taken to send 


copies to all : the people in Journalism, as many of 
them will compare the "underground" paper favorably to 
the school paper, and can then be converted to our 
movement. Copies should be sent to friendly teachers. 
Mailing costs may be partially defrayed by contribu- 
tions, but there should be no charge for subscription.

Every member should take an active role in 
helping us organize. We have large and powerful for- 
ces arrayed against us. Anyone who wants to see us

We must not lose sight of our central goal. We 
want to change the educaticnal system because we are 
disturbed at the type of "individual" that system is 
turning out. We want a society where all men are free 
to give the fullest expression to their beliefs and 
feelings.

Following up a provocative little news item in the MINNEAPOLIS 
TRIBUNE about a week ago, I talked by phone yesterday to a man named 
Doug Elliott at an organization called Minneapolis Community Unie 
Project, whose telephone number I got from N. W. Bell Telephone Co. 
information operator. After a brief conversation about the news 
item, the 0 Ine Troublemakers," shown by this local organization 
but produced b Students for a Democratic Society, and some questions 
of mine about"hi 18 organizationg was funded, tne man asked permission 
to send me literature. I granted the permission, and am enclosing . 
what he sent. 


After reading the whole "package" I feel strongly that these above 
mentioned positive attitudes and honest motives are lacking in the 
organization, that 18, nneapolis Community Union Project. I may 
be wrong, insofar ad it may be an orror of judgment or ignorance on 
the part of the people involved in compiling the literature.

FINANCES 


The finencial situntion is presently the most zerioug 
problem confronting M-CUP. While the budrot isn't large 
in comparison with poverty prorrams end official social 
work agencies, tne money to keep M-CUP going aust all 
come from symprthetic and concerned individuals and Groups. 
There ere no expenses for personnel (the staff is 1 
volunteers), none for bureaucratic nonsense, end no larfe 
(or small) foundation rents. It costs about $200.00 a 
month at a minimum to keep the project going. Thies covers, a. - 
office rent and utilities, mimeo pnper and office اہ د 11م رده‎ 
poster materials, printing and everything else. Since it 
tokes up staff time that could be spent on other things, 
fund-reisinr usually is postponed cs lonr as possible. 
At the moment, we are $118.00 in debt, and the debt is 
increasing repidly. For these reasons, we are now con- 
ducting, a cempaim asking, people to pledre to contribute 
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2 specific amount of money every month. This is better 
for M-CUP than sinrle donations and allows people to 
budget ther contributions. As an alternative to 2 
eupport, M-OUP is willing to accept volunteers to help | 
the project on a rerular basis. At the moment, owe زی‎ 
the most pressing need is for money. We need about $20 
immediately to keep tne projeot moin and pay off our 
oreditors end at Lengt $200 a month after that. The 
project staff le willing, to talk to my croup either 
formally or informally nbout M-CUP, or ornrenizing in 
General.
